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The Kiarllt-Hour Bill lu the House 


WASHINGTON, Jane 28.—The House, 


by a vote of 105 to 37 adjourned at an 
early hour this afternoon -without tak- 
ing a final vote on the measure which it 
had under consideration all day, a bill 
to provide for the adjustment of the 
accounts of laborers, •workmen and me- 
chanics, under the eight-hour law. By 
a special order the House set apart to- 
day for the consideration of bills re- 
ported from the Committee on Labor, 
and the eight-hour bill -was the first one 
taken up. It was confidently expected 
by the members of the Labor Commit- 
tee that they would be able to secure 
the passage of the bill and the bil! 
to abolish contract 
system in the 


United States Prisons, before an ad- 
journment was taken to-day, but as the 
sequel showed they reliod too much on 
promises of support which they had de- 
rived from a large number o£ members 
•who, by a vots on tho motion to ad- 
journ, showed their sympathies were 
•with the workingmen only when they 
needed their votes. 
So fow friends bac 


the -workingmen in tho House to-Oaj 
that rot n sufficient number of votes 
could be had. to havo a yen and nay 
vote called on the motion to adjourn. 
Only 19 members were willing to go 
upon record on the question. 
Ol the 


105 members who showed themselves 
opposed to the passage of tho eight- 
hour bill, by voting to adjourn, only 
four had the courage to come out boldly 
and oppose the measure. These were 
Tillman, of North Carolina, Browne, of 
Indiana, Struble, of Iowa, and Dibble 
of South Carolina. The other 101 bid 
thuinselres behind tho motion to ad- 
journ to accomplish tho defeat of the 
measure), upon which thay evidently 
feared to go upon record as opposing it. 
The bill was reported to tho House with 
unanimous approval from tho Commit- 
tee on Labor, and provided that eight 
hours should be a day's work for nil 
laborers, workmen and mechanics in 
the employ of the Government. It also 
provided that parties in tho employ of 
the Government who had been com- 
pelled to work more than eight hours 
for one day's compensation since the 
25th of Jane, 1878, the date of tho pas- 
sage of the eight-hour law, should have 
their claims for extra compensation for 
labor performed in excess o£ eight hours 
a day adjudicated in the Court of 
Claims. 
A similar bill wag reported 


from the Senate Committeo ou Educa- 
tion and Labor yesterday, with u favor 
able recommendation, and it is now on 
the Senate calendar. 
Very little op- 


position was shown tho bill during the 
debate in (he House, and it was gener- 
ally believed it would pass. Tho general 
debate brought out two members, Till- 
man and Browne, in opposition to tho 
measure. Several amendments were 
made to the first section, which mate- 
rially altered it, and the second section 
had been reached aud an amendment 
offered and debated and submitted to 
the House for a vote when Crisp mov ed 
to adjourn, and his motion curried. 
The vote on adjournment showed tluit 
many of the rvembers were not in sym- 
pathy with ,the measure, aud a vote on 
the question of calling tho roll on the 
motion to adjourn showed the members 
who opposed the bill were afraid to go 
on record as having voted to kill the 
bill. This measure, more than any 
other, except the bill to prohibit the 
importation of foreign labor under con- 
tract, has received the indorsement of 
the trades unions and labor organiza- 
tions throughout the country.
